PRESENTATION OF ADDRESS.

To Dr. V._ H Ratherford MP. One of the 
Secretaries of the Egyptian Parliamentary 
Joumittee. We, the undersigned, on behalf of 
the Constitutional Reform League have the 
honour to bid you welcome and tender to you 
onr most corlial thanks for your presence 
amongst ue Words fail to convey our senti- 
ments of esteem and admiration fer you Sir, 
and your worthy colleagues in Parliament, for 
your strenvous and persistent exertions in 
vindicating our claims and redressing our 


grievances 

Egyptians without distinction of party, will 
never forget that it was throogh your untiring 
exertion that the British Government acceeded 
its consent to the exercise of Hie Highness the 
Khbedive's clemency in favour of the Densha 
wai prisoners. That was a triumph in the 
cause of bomanity which yoo may look back 
upon with justifiable pride, and we doubt not 
that this copspicoous success will stimulate 
and encourage our English friends in endea- 
vouring to obtain for as our rights and in 
realizing our aspirations. 

The natore of those rights and the character 
of those aspirations may best be gleaned from 
article II]. of our statutes wherein we set 
forth the objects of our organization.

Nature has endowed the lands 
along the Nile from the annaal over-flow of 
that river giving the land at once not only the 
requisite water, bat causing that water to carry 
with it the necessary fertiliser. Here we are far 
removed frow that river, yet natore has pro 
vided for the irrigation and enrichment the soi! 
You have seen the abundant supply of beac- 
tifully pure artesian water projecting itself 
trom our boreholes to a sufficient height to 
enable the irrigation to be effected withoot re 
source to pumping, and turther that this water 
is ailed by avother nearer the surface which is 
available by the use of sakias. Nor has the 
means ot fertilisation been forgotten, for there 
are abundant deporits of phosphates and nitra- 
tes for this purpose. Already the trial crops 
which have been cultivated by us give promise 
of the most favourableresults for those who may 
acqaire land from us and cultivate the same. 
The cotton we bave grown indicates that the 
best qualities may be produced here, and that 
the yield will probably not be less than the

It is, I think, a safe thingto prophesy now that

We recognise to the tall the trust re 
posed in us io the monopoly of railway com- 
munication between the Oasis and the Nile 
Valley, and we regard the first section of the 
railway opened yesterday as but the commence 
ment of the senes of communications which it 
will be our encleavour to continue in the fatare. 
The neighbouring Oasis of Dakhla mast at the 
earliest posable moment be provided with 
means of transp tt and that problem will 
receive our immediate attention The researches 
we have carried ont in that Oasis indicate that 
there are products of even greater value than 
those existing here, whilst the area of land 
already under cultivation and the larger popa. 
lation combine to render it av objective of at 
least equal importance. After all, these matters 
to which | have drawn yoor attention, must 
be obviogs to you from the inspection which 
you have had the opportunity of making, and 
| need pot theretore further intnnge upon your 
time in deseribing them to you. | must again 
express our appreotation at the attendance 
here of so many distinguished gnests who will 
in the future te able to controvert these state. 
ments which have been made, we hope in 
ignorance as to there being neither cultivable 
land nor Water within the areas covered by our 
concessions.
